1907 and the Superior Court in affirm- 
ing the decision of Judge Swope holds 
that ihe local Act of 1S«5 was not re- 
pealed and that the fees provided by 
the old Act must prevail. In these 
days of high cost of living Adams 
county will pay jurors and witnesses 
at a rate fixed over 40 years ago.

Last \veek in the U. S. Military In 


struct ion Camp- east of town was much 
like the oth.tr weeks preceding it. The 
West Virginia and District of Colum 
bia militia being put through all the 
maneuver and drill work and much of 
it under a hot summer sun but the 
men stood the tests of work anc 
weather with practically no bad re 
suits. 


Indeed the camp has proven to be 


an ideal one in many ways, in its mag 
niflcent position and scenic outlook 
in the ideal maneuver country it 
which that work has been done. The 
rolling country, the hills, the timber 
and brush land and the many natura 
features of the country have contri 
buted to the making of an ideal ma 
neuver 
area 
and 
the 
landowners 


throughout the area have contributed 
to this ideal condition by the satis- 
factory treatment which has been ex- 
tended in the settlement of all dam- 
ages. 


The camp has been ideal in the gen- 


eral health of the camp. With the hot 
sun and the heavy storms all trying 
conditions of weather have been en- 
countered but the health of camp has 
been remarkably good. 


Tbe only trouble was that which de- 


veloped last week among the horses, 
and more than a dozen horses died 
during the week or had to be shot to 
put an end to their misery. The trou- 
ble was finally determined to be forage 
poisoning. The disease is not consid- 
ered contagious but every precaution 
was used to prevent any spreading of 
the disease. All the hay and straw 
in the camp of the Fifteenth United 
States Cavalry, where the disease ap- 
peared, was burned and crude oil was 
spread around to prevent the germs 
being carried. 
The inability to get 


old hay led to the purchase of new hay 
and some of this forage became soak 
ed by the rains and was kept at points 
where it heated and mould developed. 
The vigorous methods to eradicate the 
disease it is believed prevented any 
extensive development of the trouble. 


In consequence.of reports that many 


horses being used in the military en- 
campment at Gettysburg, Pa., had been 
poisoned by eating musty hay, Gen. 
Wood, chief of staff of the army, has 
asked the department of agriculture 
to send an expert to the camp to make 
an investigation. This will be done. 


As a result of further investigations 


into the sickness among the horses at 
:he Gettysburg camp, all the mounts 
:aken into camp from Fort Meyer, Va., 
lave been ordered sent back to the fort 
by rail. This action was the result of 
a report telegraphed Monday to Wash- 
ngton confirming the report that the 
sickness was due to forage poisoning 


Thursday night or early Friday 


morning a crowd of soldiers went up 
and down Baltimore street, having the 
time of their lives in fool horse-play. 
Every chair or other article of furni- 
ture which had not been taken into 
the house, was removed from porches 
and yards and placed in the middle of 
street. Swinging sign boards were 
taken down and put in front of some 
other business place. It is not known 
that any furniture was stolen or car- 
ried away but it was mixed up or 
stood in the street. Potted plants were 
taken from yards and some wreckage 
was done along this line. This affair 
was accomplished after the provost 
guard had left the town for the night 
and the Gettysburg police failed to get 
into the work or if discovered, to stop 
them at the work. 


Word came last week that First 


Sergeant Albert Sinzig, of Troop B 
Fifteenth United States Cavalry, who 
sustained a fractured leg when thrown 
from

Gettysburg, several weeks ago, had de- 
veloped traumatic gangrene at the 
Walter Reid Hospital, and that an am- 
putation had been found necessary.

ters where they also became station- 
ary and were photographed from the 
signal corpe tower.

Curculio Stung Fruit. 


The owner of a - plum orchard at 


Dover, in York county, wrote to Prof 
Surface of Harrisburg, in regard to 
a beetle which he stated had stung the 
fruit. He wanted to know whether 
strong disinfectant put at 
different 


.places in the" trees would keep the 
beetle away. The professor replied: 


"The insect stinging your plum is 


the Curculio. 
This injures all the 


stone fruits, or the plums, peaches 
and cherries. It is now too late to do 
anything toward protecting this year's 
crop. If, shortly after the blossoms 
fell, you had sprayed with two pound? 
of arsenate of lead in each fifty gal 
]ons of water, you would have protect 
ed the fruit. 
1 do not think there is 


anything that will repel the beetle b\ 
its odors; and, besides, the fruits are 
now injured, and there is nothing to 
do but to pull off those that are dam 
aged and destroy them. Be very sure

A. L. Martin to say tbat the farmers 
throuKhout Pennsylvania generally 
oould uot well wish for more batisfac- 
tory showing.

The only 
Held crop which IB at all dubious is 
corn, which ban uot yet completely 
recovered from its tardy start due to 
the backward season, but conditions 
are encouraging and Deputy Secretary 
Martin is of the opinion that favorable 
weather during August ana Septem- 
ber will mean a normal crop of corn. 
Early frosts may work havoc, how- 
ever, or other conditions may iiiatera- 
lize duiiug the next sixty or eighty 
days which will destroy much of the 
crop.

Fifteen years ago the farmer could

When it touched seventy-live 
cents he stood aghast ; now he has 
postponed painting operations. 


Mr. Martin says that most of the 


Pennsylvania wool growers are hold- 
ing their wool for better prices. -'A 
year ago we sjot thirty cents a pound 
in .Lawrence county for the best 
of unwashed merino," belaid.

day we are offered 21 cents for wool 
which is identical. The tame holds 
true in other counties. Ihe grower 
can scarcely be blamed for holding oh".

Through the remainder ot the State 
the crop may be fair, except iu the 
western counties; late frosts in the 
county radiating from 
Pittsburgh 


spelled death to the apple blossoms 
there. 


The wise sheep raiser is holding hit 


wool for better prices ; up to the pres- 
ent time the buyers are offering >uly 
about two-thirds as much as they of- 
fered one year ago for exactly the 
saute grade of fleece. 


Deputy Secretary Martin's crop sur- 


vey has> occupied much of his time 
tor tbe past three or four months, 
roughly speaking, and for the past 
three weeki he has beeu systematical- 
ly gathering up tbe loose ends. His 
reports from most of the counties are 
the result of personal visits and obser- 
vations ; from other districts he has 
careful reports from reliable agents. 


"Wheat is an excellent crop," he 


said recently, "and I expect to tee the 
yield at least ten per cent, above the 
normal. The crops all matured well 
and the grain is now threshed, gen- 
erally speaking. Home of it has been 
hauled to tbe mills " 


I am somewhat dubious about tne 


price the farmer will receive, however. 
fie ought to get at least one dollar per 
bushel, but I don't know that he will. 
Last year every county paid more than 
oue dollar and the average price over 
the State was $1.10. 
i hear that in 


some sections the buyers are offering a 
few cent* less than a dollar, but tbat is 
scarcely.* fair price to the farmer. The 
average yield ;in the (State last year 
wae eighteen bushels of wheat to the 
acre and I expect to see the average 
this year somewhat higher. 


"Oats, too, will witness a substantial 


advance; in fact, I think that this crop 
will be twenty per cent, greater than 
usual. .Last year the average yield of 
oats was twenty-six bushels to the 
acre. This year's crop shows every 
promise 
unless adverse conditions 


wbich the future may bold. 


"Hay is excellent. The crop will be 


at least ten per cent, above normal. 
This is due to the increased acreage 
planted ^rith alfalfa and clover; I don't 
recall a year which has been so gen- 
erally excellent for clover. It is tine, 
and the farmer will reap the oenetit. 


"Pennsylvania, as usual, leads tbe 


entire country in rye production. ?so 
other State approaches us in produc- 
tion of this grain.'' 


"Due to interest m the liquor busi- 


ness ?" interjected the listener. 


"I can't say about that," smilled 


Mr. Martin, "but the fact remains. 
We produce an immense quantity of 
rye and 1 look for this year's crop to 
be 10 per cent, above normal, tbe same 
ratio of increase as for wheat and hay. 


"Conditions are also good for buck- 


wheat, another crop in which Pennsyl- 
vania stands first in point of produc- 
tion and likewise in quality. Farmers 
are now seeding their fields with buck- 
wheat and all indications point to a 
crop above tbe average. 


"Corn is the one backward crop. I 


do not want to be an alarmist and see 
no occasion for being one in connection 
with the corn crop, but nevertheless 1 
connot be as optimistic about it as 
about the other cereals. 
The acreage 


is good—excellent—better than usual. 
For the last two week.1? corn has beeu 
growing by leaps and bounds. But 
you see the corn practically stood still 
for three weeks during May and June 
when tbe late spell or spring weather 
struck us. The result was that the 
first cultivation came along just at the j 
time of the wheat harvest; many farm- j 
ere could scarcely give their cornfields, j 
proper attention then foi lack of time.

Pear Tree With Bloemibg Freak. 
A freak of nature was reported to 


Prof. H. A. Surface, State Zoologist, 
by a Montgomery county man. who 
«aid that he lias a ptar tree which ha* 
green fruit the size of walnuts, while 
MossomB are ro be found on the tree 
at 
the 
extremities of this year's- 
growth of 4 to 8 inches. 


The reply of Prof. Surface in regard 


to this blooming freak, was as fol- 
lows: 


"I am much interested in your 


statement that you have seen a pear 
tree with pears at present as large as 
walnuts, and also producing blossoma. 
Such results might come from injury 
from spraying with certain substaaces 
like oils, which would injure the baric 
so that it would not expand properly, 
and the sap not pass through readily 
to the buds. This would let some ma- 
ture and develop their blossoms and 
fruits before others. 


"Recently. I with my inspectors, 


saw a large orchard of young apple 
treeb which had been badly injured 
hj tin. use ui oil spiaj& ami ai&o put- 
ting forth a considerable amount of 
bloom on each of several trees, which 
also carried larger fruit which fame 
from an earlier or normal bloom. It 
is e\identl\ such as you describe with 
the pear tree in question. The later 
blooming may bf> due to one of sever- 
al causes one of \Miich is the stripping 
ot the leaves and blossoms by pests or 
sprav liquids, and another is the 
checking of the growth of the tree by 
dry weather or other causes, and the 
starting of new growth by renewed 


( favorable conditions. To give you a 
| full reply as to the cause would re- 
quire a knowledge of the treatment of 
the tree and all conditions surround- 
ing it."
